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1. Sinee early August 1951 military equipment and ammunition have been trans - 
ported to the Plovdiv railroad terminal from northern Bulgaria. 


2. The equipment consisted of antiaireraft guns, heavy and light machine guns, 
acd quadruple mortars. The materiel was transported only by night from the 
railroad station in Plovdiv to the barracks, ammunition depots, and ware- 
houses formerly assigned to 9 Infantry Regiment. 


3. The 1932 class is currently undergoing pre~induction physical and mental 
examinations and is to be called into service sometime in the immediate 


future. 
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
